Why we need your personal data 


The purpose of processing your personal data is to administer the Councils Parking 
season tickets and parking concessions facility (This includes Town Centre Workers 
concession and Markets & events concessions) 


We are relying on GDPR Article 6(1)(b) & (e) as the lawful basis for processing. 


In line with The Borough of Worthing (Off Street Parking Places) Consolidation Order 
2007 as amended and The Adur District (Off Street Parking Places) (Civil 
Enforcement & Consolidation) Order 2011 as amended 


What we collect and how it is used 
Your name, address, contact details and vehicle details are collected and held and 
used for the purpose of administering the parking season tickets and concessionary 


parking for town centre workers and markets & events. 
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Your personal data may be converted (‘anonymised’) into statistical or aggregated 
data in such a way as to ensure that you are not identified or identified from it. 
Aggregated data can’t, by definition, be linked back to you as an individual. This data 
might be used to conduct research and analysis, including to prepare statistical 
research and reports 


We may share personal data with other organisations in the following circumstances: 
e For law enforcement, regulation and licensing, criminal prosecutions and court 
proceedings 
e if we need to share personal data in order to establish, exercise or defend our 
legal rights (this includes providing personal data to others for the purposes of 
the prevention and detection of fraud). 


How long the information kept for? 


We keep your personal data for one year for season tickets & markets/events 
parking. We keep your personal data for Six Months for Town Centre Workers 


Records are kept in accordance with the Council's disposal schedule and we will not 
keep your information for longer than necessary. 


Yours rights 


You have certain rights under UK data protection legislation, including:

The right to rectification 

The right to erasure 

The right to restrict processing 

The right to data portability 

The right to object 

Rights in relation to automated decision making and profiling.
